To His Excellency, Robert Lowry, Governor of Mississippi : 

, Sır: In obedience to an act of the Legislature, approved 
February 1, 1877, I have the honor herewith to submit to your 
Excellency, my report of the transactions ofthis office for the 
two fiscal years, ending January 1, 1884, and with it present 
such facts, relative to the land interest of the State, as have 
come under my observation for your consideration. 

To confine this report to a strict conformity with the law, I* 
should mention therein only the ‘‘Swamp and Overflowed,”’ 
and *'Internal Improvement Lands." While endeavoring to 
perform the duties required of me, I have obtained more or less 
information relative to other land interests of the -State, and 
deem them of sufficient publie interest to give you a brief 
statement of them. 

The following is the order. in which the subjects of this 
report will be considered : 

1. The Internal Improvement Lands. 

2. The Swamp and Overflowed Lands. 

3. Record of the Surveyor General's Office. 

4. Miscellaneous. 


l.—THE INTERNAL IMPROVEMENT LANDS. 


The 500,000 acre grant: this wasa grant by act of Congress, 
approved September 4, 1841, and the lands were granted for 
internal improvements. 

These lands were selected by agents of the State from the 
vacant government lands in this State. They were selected at 
a time when the lands of the government had not been so thor- 
oughly culled and picked, and there was every reason to 
believe that the very best lands in the State were being 
selected. 
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The State, by various acts of the Legislature, from time to 
time, has sold, or otherwise disposed of, four hundred and 
eighty thusand acres, leaving yet to be disposed of twenty 
thousand acres, situated in the counties of Holmes, Leflore, 
Grenada, Panola, Calhoun, Coahoma, Bolivar, Tallahatchie 
and Quitman. 

The Legislature at its session in 1878 passed the tollowing 
act: 

“An Act to provide for the sale of the lands known as the 
‘‘internal improvement lands” donated by Congress to the 
State of Mississippi for purposes of internal intprovements, 
remaining unsold. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
AMississippz, That hereafter the lands in this State known as 
the “internal improvement lands" donated by Congress to the 
State of Mississippi for purposes of internal improvements, 
and now remaining unsold, shall be sold to any person desiring 
to purchase the same at the sum of fifty cents per acre. 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That the powers and duties 
now possessed and discharged by the Secretary of State in 
reference to said lands, be and the same are hereby devolved 
upon the Swamp Land Commissioner, and he shall have the 
same powers and duties in reference to the sale and disposal of 
said lands, subject to the same restrictions and regulations of 
existing laws, except as to price, that the Secretary of State 
now has. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That this act take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage. 


APPROVZD, March 4, 1878. 


Under the provisions of this act I have made sales as shown 
by “ Exhibit C." 

There is now in the Treasury to the credit of the: Internal 
Improvement Land fund about $3,290.39. 


2—THE SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS. 


This class of lands was granted to the State, by an act of 
Congress, approved Septémber 28, 1850, and were selected by 
agents appointed by the Governor under instruetions from the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

It is impossible as yet to give the actual number of acres of ° 
land to which the State is entitled under this Act. 

As you are aware patents have been asked of the Depart- 
ment for all lands selected by the State under this Act prior to 
1861, and a part of them have been issued and forwarded to 
you. No selections have been made by the State since 1881, 
notwithstanding the fact that there areother lands in the State 
to which she is entitled to, both patents and indemnity. 
There remains unsold about 40.000 acres of this land. 
would here call your attention to the fact that after it became 
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evident that persons were attempting to evade the law, and 
that the lands of the State were coming into demand, you ad- 
vised me to decline to sell any of these land. Since that time 
no lands have been sold, but several applications to purchase 
were at that time on file, and as you have now directed, patents 
will now be issued, they having the right to purchase under 
the law at twenty-five cents per acre. There is now in the 
Treasury to the credit of' the Swamp Land fund, about 
$88,837.23. 

* Exhibit A." shows the land sold, the amount of money 

received, and patents issued therefor. under tne Act of the 
Legislature, approved February 1, 1877. 
. * Exhibit B." shows theland sold under Act approved March 
2, 1852, and amendm?nts thereto. and for which patents have 
been issued under Act approved February 1, 1877, and March 
5, 1882. 


PEARL RIVER NAVIGATION AND IMPROVEMENT COMPANY GRANT. 


By an Act of the Legislature of 1871, a conditional grant. 


was made to this Company of the lands in the counties of 
Marion, Simpson, Copiah, Lawrence and Hancock. "This grant 
lapsed by the company's failure to comply with an act passed 
in 1873. All acts in. relation thereto were repealed by an Act 
approved March 5, 1878. 

Knowing that you regarded the legislation of 1871 and 1873 
as iniquitious frauds perpetrated upon the State, when ques- 
tioned by persons who claimed to be innocent purchasers from 
this corporation as to the status of the lands claimed by them, 
they were referred to you, and by and under your advice, I 
offered said lands for sale at the price fixed by law, giving said 
claimants the first opportunity to make purchase, which they 
failed to do; afterwards obtained the opinion of the Honorable 
Attorney-General to the effect that I should regard said lands 
as unsold. I have issued certificates for the purchase of about 
53,724,51-100 acres of this land (see ‘‘ Exhibit A.” under 
Marion, Copiah and -Hancocx counties) and the money for 
same has been paid into the Treasury. The purchasers above 
referred to have taken this course, knowing that a suit is now 
pending, which must in some measure define the status of the 
title acquired by purchasers from this corporation. 


THE INDEMNITY. 


: Under this head is included the money for lands sold by the 
United States, under the Act of Congress approved March 2, 
1855, and scrip to be issued for lands located with Military 
land warrants, scrip. etc. This Act provides that the money 
received for land sold by the government, which enured to the 
State under the Act of Congress approved September 28, 1850, 
should be paid to the State, upon satisfactory proof being

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made that the land was of the character specified in the grant. 
of 1850, and where Military land warrants orscrip had been 
located upon lands of this, character, the government would 
issue scrip to the State to be located by the State, upon gov- 
ernment land, in lieu of the land erroneously located. 

By your direction, on the 11th of Jannary, 1883, I went to 
Washington, D. C., and presented the claim of the State for 
Patents and Indemnity due the State for selections made by the 
State prior to 1861. 


Upon examination, I found the Government had sold— 


8,520 acres at $2 50 per acre................- $21,300 00: 
19,560 acres at $1 25 per acre................. 24,450 00

Total, 59,640 acres, for which the State is now and has been 
entitled to have received from the Government, since the 3d of 
March, 1857, the sum of fifty-two thousand five hundred and 
fifteen dollars. Not one dollar of this sum has the State ever 
received. In addition to this sum of money, the Government 
owes the State some thirty thousand acres of indemnity scrip. 

The foregoing statement, as you are aware, refers only to the- 
lands heretofore selected and reported to the Department of the 
Interior, and does not represent any part of thé lands and In- 
demnity not heretofore reported; there is a very large claim: 
not yet selected, examined or reported. 

For a full understanding of this matter, I here copy Senate 
Bil No. 780, introduced in the Congress of 1878, with the 
Report of the Committee on Public Lands on the Bill, also the 
“Rules and Regulations” issued: by the Department. You 
will see from the Report of the Committee that they are of the 
opinion **that the provisions of the law have been made prac- 
“tically nugatory by instructions from the Land Depart- 
"ment." Also that the Department is responsible for the 
“ vexatious delay " in the settlement of these claims.

BILL. 


IN THE SENATE OF THE UNITED STATES, 
February 20, 1878. 


Mr. Oglesby asked, and, by unanimous consent, obtained 
leave to bring in the following bill; which was read twice and 
referred to the Committee on Publie Lands. 

JUNE 5, 1878.— Reported by Mr. Oglesby with an amend- 
ment, viz: Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert. 
that printed in italics: 6 
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A BILL to provide for indemnity due to the several States under the Acts 
of Congress, approved March second, eighteen hundred and fifty five, 
and March third, eightéen hundred and fifty-seven, relating to swamp 
and overflowed lands. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives- 
of the United States of America, in Congress assembled, That. 
the provisions of the Act of March second, eighteen hundred’ 
and fifty-five, entitled, **An Act for the relief of purchasers 
and locators of swamp and overflowed lands," and thaf portion 
of an Act of March third, eighteen hundred and fitty-seven,. 
entitled an Act to confirm to the several States the swamp and. - 
overflowed lands selegted under the Act of September twenty-- 
eight, eighteen hundred and fifty, and the Act of March second,. 
eighteen hundred and forty-nine,” which has not been repealed,. 
be continued in force and extended to all entries and locations 
of swamp and overflowed lands selected under any Act of Con-- 
gress since its passage, and shall also be applicable to the: 
relief of pre-emption and homestead settlers, in the same- 
manner as other sales and locations of public lands. 

SEc. 2. Where proof has been made under regulations of the: 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, for the purposes of” 
indemnity or for segregation, or when the field notes of the 
United States surveys show the lands provided for to be swamp- 
or overflowed, such proof or the field notes shall be conclusive- 
evidence of the character of such lands; and the Commissioner“ 
of the General Land Office shall immediately prescribe regala- 
tions which shall be equitable in their requirements and gen-- 
eral in their application, under which proof may be made to. 
him of the character of any lands selected under the Act of 
September twenty-eight, eighteen hundred and fifty, and March 
second, eighteen hundred and forty-nine, and March twelfth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty, granting swamp and overflowed. 
lands to the several States therein named, which have not. 
already been proved or shown by the field notes to be swamp- 
or overflowed, which proof, when so made, shall be conclusive 
ot the character of the lands to which said proofs relate and’ 
the indemnity found due shall be paid. 

Sec. 3. For such lands as have been located or entered by- 
warrant or seript, the State or States shall be entitled to an 
equal amount of public lands, subject to entry at one dollar and: 
twenty-five cents per aere, to be selected within the limits of 
the State or States so entitled, and patents shall be issued 
thereon; and where there are no public lands within their 
limits subject to entry at a price not exceeding one dollar and 
twenty-five eents per acre, it shall be the duty of the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office to issue swamp land certifi- 
eates in sums of one hundred and sixty acres or fractional 
parts thereof, and to issue like certificates for any swamp land 
scrip heretofore issued which may be presented for exchange; 
all of which certificates shall be saleable and assignable, and 
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shall be used only in payment of homestead commutations or 
in payment of pre-emption entries at the rate of one dollar 
and twenty-five cents per acre; provided, that nothing in this 
Act contained shall be so construed as to affect. the rights of 
-any person claiming swamp or overflowed lauds in any State 
under the laws thereof, And, provided further, that no State 
shall be entitled to indemnity under the provisions of this Act 
for any of said lands which are claimed by any person under 
-the laws of said State, except when the person claiming under 
the State claims at the same time title from the United States. 
SEC. 4. That the provisions of this Act. and of all the Acts 
therein named, of which this is amendatory, are hereby ex- 
tended to the States admitted into the Union since the passage 
. of the Act of March second, eighteen hundred and forty-nine; 
and all lands in said States not heretofore reported as swamp 
or overflowed lands, but which the original surveys and field 
notes designate as swampy or overflowed, or which may be 
shown by proofs to be of such character, shall be accounted 
for as such to the States in which they are located, under the 
same rulesand regulations as are hereinbefore estabiished for 
-£he settlement with the States named in said Act. 
Amend the title so as to read: 
“A bill to extend the provisions of an Act approved March 
: second, eighteen hundred and fifty-five, entitled an Act for the 
relief of purchasers and locators of swamp and overflowed 
lands, and for other purposes." 
This bill has never passed; it is one that would relieve Mis- 
Sissippi of long delay and much expense. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


IN THE SENATE OF THE UNITED STATES, 
June 12, 1878. 


Mr. Oglesby, from the Committee on Pablic Lands, sub- 
‘mitted the following report: 

The Committee on Public Lands, to whom was referred the 
bill (S. 780) to provide for indemnity due to the several States 
under the Acts of Congress, approved March 2, 1855, and 
March 3, 1857, relating to swamp and overflowed lands, hav- 
ing had the same under consideration, make the following 
report: 

Various bills having in view legislation respecting swamp 

-and overflowed lands have been referred to the committee, 
-some of them merely local in their nature. It was thought 
‘best to provide a general law which would meet the wants in 
the premises and apply to all the States to which the Swamp 
grant had been extended. 

The first section of the bill contains the provisions of the 
Act of March 2, 1855, which provisions are also extended by 
Act of March 3, 1857, to the present time and made to cover 
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all dispositions of lands selected as swamp land made since the 
date of the last-named Act of Congress. 

To fully tinderstand the reasons for this legislation, it is 
necessary to state briefly the history of previous legislation. 

By Act of September 28, 1850, Congress granted. all swamp 
and overflowed lands, rendered thereby unfit for eultivation, to 
the several States respectively. 

This grant has stood the test of frequent judicial proceed- 
ings, and the uniform decisions have been that lands of the 
charaéter described in the Act passed to the respective States 
on thc passage of the same; that the grant was a ‘‘grant in 
presenti,” carrying immediate title. Before a final adjustment 
of the claims of the States under the grant could be made, the 
Land Department permitted many sales and locations of lands 
selected as swamp land. As aresult, numerous contests arose 
between the purchasers from the General Government and the 
States claiming title under the grant. To prevent the hard- 
ship which would naturally arise to those who had made pur- 
chases and paid their money for these lands, Congress, by Act 
of March 2, 1855, passed a law for their relief, which law was, 
by the subsequent Act of March 3, 1857, continued in force to 
that date. 

The provisions of these Acts were in effect to confirm the 
title of the purchasers and give indemnity tu the States either 
in cash or other lands, In this the States have acauiesced, 
and so far as swamp lands disposed of prior to the last named 
date are concerned, the contest for title seems to have been sat 
isfactorily provided for. 

The Land Department, however, has continued to permit 
entries of lands claimed as swamp. lands sinee the date of the 
last-named Act, and which are not provided for by that Act. 
As a consequence, the same conflict of title exists as to all 
entries made since March 3, 1857, and it is to quiet them that 
the provisions of tbis section are recommended. 

The main object is to afford relief to all persons who have 
made entries of these lands, under permission of the Land 
Department, by confirming their titles-and giving the States 
indemnity, upon presentation of proper proof, that the lands 
thus disposed of were of the character contemplated in the 
original swamp grant; otherwise they must, after having in 
good faith purchased these lands or settled upon them as home- 
steads, be subjected to great annoyance, expense and final loss 
of their land, if no relief is granted and the States be left in 
condition to contest the title. 


The second section of the bill reported provides for a more 
| speedy and equitable plan for the adjustment of indemnity 
:elaims than is now prescribed by law. 
In order to secure the indemnity under the Acts of March 2, 
. 1855, and March 3, 1857, proof must be submitted to the Land 
Department, showing the lands sold were, in fact, swamp 4

' lands. Itis, in the opinion of your Committee, nothing more 
than simple justice that having taken from the States the lands 
once granted to them, and having provided indemnity for the 
same, upon certain conditions, that the regulations which 
would make these conditions possible should be provided. 

Your Commitiee are satisfied that the provisions of law 
which provide for indemnity for swamp lands to the several 
States have been made practically nugatory by instructions 
from the Land Department. These instructions and regula- 
tions have served to próduce vexatious delay, so that at this 
period of twenty years since the Act providing for indemnity, 
a large portion of the claims remain unadjusted. 

To bring these matters to a final adjustment, th».Com mittee 
have endeavored to block out a methol by which, with safety 
to the interests of the Government, and with exacting no more 
from the States than may be actually consistent with that 
safety, the end may be reached within a reasonable time. 

The third section of the bill needs but little explanation. 
The indemnity Act provides that when swamp lands have been 
located with land warrants or scrip, other lands shall be given 
in lien thereof. The Depirtment has held that these lands 
must be taken within the limits of the State claiming the in- 
demnity. In some of the States, as Illinois, Indiana and Iowa, 
there are now no public lands with which to satisfy the indem- 
nity awards. 

These States have lost a portion of their swamp lands, the 
General Government having permitted them to be located with 
warrants and scrip. The indemnity due them cannot be paid, 
for the rea: on that there are no remaining publie lands in their 
limits. Here is an acknowledged indebtedness of the Govera- 
ment, and itis, in the opinion of the Committee, eminently 
proper that the good faith of the Government should be kept, 
and an equitable way provided by which this indebtedness can 
be cancelled. A precedent has already been established during 
the present session, in the Act tor the relief of Robert Coles, 
and it is in part to avoid legisiation in such special cases that 
the Committee recommend the general provisious in this sec- 
tion of the bill. 


The fourth section of the bill provides for the 9 ef 
the several provisions of the various swamp land Acts to States 
not now coming within their operation. The first grant of 
swamp lands was made March 2, 1849, and applies only to the 
State of Louisiana. On the 28th September, 1850, a general 
Act was passed embracing all States then in the Union. On 
the 12th of March, 1860, the grant was extended to tlie States 
of Minnesota and Oregon. Since that tirne the States of. Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Nevada and Colorado have been admitred into 
the Union, and it is nothing more than an act of even justice 
that those States should receive the same benefits from th.s 

, grant which have been accorded to the other States. 
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From their focality and peculiar climatic conditions, it is 
estimated that the amount of swamp lands in these States must 
of necessity be small, and that in neither one of them would 
the amourt reach 100, 000 acres. - 

In conclusion, your Committee would state that they have 
endeavored to provide an equitable way for the final adjustment 
of the many vexed questions arising out of the swamp grant 
and Acts of Congress relating thereto, without enlarging the 
grant. With the exception of the section which extends the 
provisions of the grant to States heretofore deprived of such 
provisions, but which are justly entitled to the same, the bill 
reported would seem | to afford a remedy for all well-founded 
grievances, without augmenting the quantity of lands to which 
the States are now by existing “law entitled. 


This Report of the Committee gives a full, fair and explicit 
statement of the entire Swamp Land question, and should be 
called to the attention of our Honorable Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. who each and every one rendered me every,service 
in their power while endeavoring to obtain a settlement with 
the Departinent during the past year, and I know that they are 
fully alive to and willing to perform what will best subserve 
the ir terest of the State. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Adopted bv the General Land Office, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior in regard to the proof required in 
claims for indemnity under the Act of March 2, 1855, extended 
by the Act of March 3, 1857, (Sections 2482, 2183 and 2484, 
Revised Statutes of the United States.) for **Swamp and 
Overflowed Lands" sold by the United States, prior to 
March 3, 1857. | 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, GENERAL LAND OFFICE, 
Wasuineton, D. C., August 12, 1878. 


In order to dispose of the claims for indemnity provided. for 
by the Act of Congress, approved March 2, 1855, entitled “An 
Act for the relief of purchasers and locators of swamp and 
overflowed: lands," which Act was extended by the Act of 
March 3, 1857, (as revised. now Sections 2182, 2483 and 2484, 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, ) the following 
Rules and Regulations in regard to the ‘‘due proof” to be 
made to the Commissioner of the General Land Office, under 
the second section of said first mentioned Act, (as revised, 
now Section 2482, Revised Statutes of the United States,) in 
order to obtain the indemnity aforesaid, are adopted: 

The Governor, or other duly authorized officer-or agent, of 
the State claiming indemnity, will be required to furnish this 

- Office with a list of the lands for which indemnity is claimed. 
* As soon as practicable after the receipt of this list, an agent 
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will be appointed to make an examination in the field of each 
of the tracts therein described, and secure such reliable infor- 
mation as to the character thereof as can be obtained from 
personal examination and observation, and by inquiry of the 
owner or resident thereon, if any there be, anil of persons re- 
siding in the vicinity having personal knowledge of the past 
and present character of the land. Upon the completion of 
this examination atleast thirty days' notice will be given the 
State, or claimants under the State, of the time aad place when 
and where testimony will be received touching the character 
of the lands described in the list filed in this office. 

At the times and places thus fixed, the agent of this office 
will attend for the purpose of examining witnesses and adopt- 
ing, such other measures as may be necessary to protect the 
interests of the Government. 

The evidence offered by the State, or its agent, as to the 
character of the land, must be the testimony of at least two 
respectable and disinterested persons who have personal and 
exact knowledge of the condition of the land during a series 
of years extending to the date of the swamp grant, (September 
28, 1850.) 

Where the testimony of witnesses having a knowledge of 
the condition of the land at the date of the grant cannot be 
obtained, the evidence of at least two respectable and disinter- 
ested persons, who have a knowledge of the land during a 
series of years extending as near to the date of the grant as 
possible, may be presented; but before presenting this secon- 
dary evidence, the State agent should file his own affidavit set- 
ting forth fully and satisfactorily the reasons for the failure to 
present the testimony of the first-mentioned class of witnesses, 
and also setting forth that the witnesses whose testimony he 
offers have the best knowledge of the land extending nearest 
to September 28, 1850, of any that can be obtained. 

The testimony of each witness should not only show that at 
the tíme when he first knew the land the greater part of each 
forty acre tract, or other smallest legal sub-division, was swamp 
or overflowed within the meaning of the grant, but it must be 
full and explicit on the following points: 

The cause of the swampy character or overflow. with the 
time of the year and the length of time such was the condition 
of the land, and how much or what proportion of the tract 
was thus rendered unfit for cultivation in its natural condition; 

The nature and extent of the means necessary to reclaim the 


land ; 


The kinds of timber, plants, shrubs, grasses, ete., growing on 
the land, and whether or not plowing and the removal of tim- 
ber or other natural growth would not have caused the land to 
become dry enough for cultivation without ditching, draining 
or protection from overflow; 


The names of wWater-courses, lakes, ete., on or near the land, 
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with a description of the size ot the same, and, where not on 
the tract, the direction and distance from it ; 

The general character of adjacent and surrounding lands; 

The present condition of the land, and in ease any changes 
have taken plaee within the knowledge of the witnesses the 
nature and éause of such changes, with a fuil description of 
such artificial means of reclamation as have had any effect on 
the character of the land, and all other facts known to the 
witnesses which may tend to show the true condition of the 
land. : 

The witnesses should be required to state facts, not opinions, 
and their testiraor y should be as full and complete as to every 
fact within their knowledge as if it were needed to establish the 
character of the land to the satisfaction of a judge or jury. 

Ex parte affidavits will not be considered, and all testimony 
must be taken in tbe presence of the agent of this office. 

Depositions may be taken before any officer authorized by 
law to administer oaths; provided, that if taken before an officer 
other than the clerk of a court of record having a seal, the 
otficial character of'sueh officer shall be established by the 
certificate of the clerk,of the proper court of record under the 
official seal thereof. 

In all eases the disinterestedness of the witnesses must be 
established under oath, and the credibility of the witnesses 
must be certified to by the officer taking the depositions, or 
established by the oath of witnesses to whose credibility he 
certifies. 

In cases where the azent of this office shall be satisfied, from 
the previous examination in the field, that any tract or tracts 
are of the charaeter contemplated by the swamp grant, the tes- 
timony of two witnesses, as above-mentioned, will be deemed 
sufficient proof; but in cases where said agent shall not be so 
satisfied from the previous examination in the field, he will 
take measutes to secure such additional evidence as may be 
necessary to fully determine the character of the land, by ob- 
taining the testimony of the owner or occupant of the land, or, 
if those persons have testified, other well-informed persons 
residing in the vicinity of the land, allowing the agent of the 
State full opportunity to cross-examine-such witnesses, should 
he desire to do so. : 


If the agent of this office shall be in doubt as to the amount 
of a partieular traet which is swampy or overflowed, he will 
have a survey and plat made of the tract by a competent sur- 
veyor, in order that the exact amount of swampy or overflowed 
land in the tract may be shown. l 

After the testimony is taken the agent will make a full report 
to this office upon each of the tracts upon which testimony is 
taken, together with his opinion'as to the real character of 
each of said tracts. 


These regulations will supersede all former regulations; bus 
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cases where proof has heretofore been taken and filed in this - 
office, will be examined and determined upon such proof, if it 
is found to be in strict accordance with the regulations exist- 
ing at the time of taking the same.

With a view to carry out the requiremepts of the foregoing 
rules and regulations, I presented the following series of inter- 
rogatories, to be answered by the witnesses as required. They 
were approved by the Department of the Interior, and in the 
latter part of June, 1883, Robert L. Ream was appointed as 
special agent of the Department, with instructions to visit Mis- . 
sissippi and assist me in earrying into effeet the instructions. 
We have examined lands in Yalobusha, Monroe, Winston, 
Webster, Montgomery, Attala, Neshoba, Scott and Smith 
counties; and in November, being recalled, to Jackson to perfect 
the sales of Pearl River lands, Mr. Ream was instructed to 
visit Jackson county for the purpose of examining the lands 
embraced in the list of selections made by H. Krebbs in 1860, 
where he is now at work. It was not desired by the Depart- 
ment that I should assist him in this examination.

3.—RECORD OF THE SURVEYOR GENERAL'S OFFICE. 


This is Firtp Notes, maps, records and other papers apper- 
taining to land titles, within this State, and was turned over 
to the State by the Department of the Interior, under an act 
of Congress approved 12th June, 1840, and amendments 
thereto. The necessity for careful prevervation of this record 
is not generally realized, even by che land owners of the State, 
and a brief history of this record may not be out of place. 

The Government caused the lands to be surveyed and 
mapped as the territory was acquired írom the Indians; and 
each district as it was acquired was made a separate and dis- 
tinct survey; hence the necessity for keeping the record 
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separate, As the survey was made, certified copies were sup- 
posed to be filed at Washington, and the originals kept in the 
Surveyor General’s office in the State. When the entire State 
had been surveyed and plats made, the office of Surveyer Gen- . 
eral was discontinued, and Congress recognizing the impor- 
tance of keeping within the State the record necessary to estab- 
lish the boundary lines of sections and townships, passed the 
act giving to the keeping of the State the origina! record. Un- 
fortunately, many of the certified copies were never forwarded 
to Washington, or if forwarded cannot now be found; hence 
the State now has the only record, and were that destroyed it 
would be impossible to establish with any degree of certainty 
the original lines and corners. It should be borne in mind 
that this record consists of the notes made by the Surveyors in 
the field, and must of necessity have been made upon inferior 
paper and in memorandum books, that will nut bear handling 
and rough usage. Some of these books have been in use 
since 1805. The record has in part been transcribed, but 
a considerable part of it has not. Where the record has been 
transcribed the original is in a fair state of preservation ; 
where it*has not, the original is in a dilapidated condition, and 
if kept in constant use they must at no distant date become 
illegible. 

As this is a matter for the consideration of the Committee 
on Public Lands, I simply call attention to the facts. 


4,—MISCELLANEOUS. 


Under this head, T will call your attention to a land interest 
of the State brought to my notice by having applications pre- 
sented to make purchases. When the State was admitted to 
the Union, the Government claimed the entire territory and 
had the same surveyed from time to time. Since the surveys 
were made, many islands have made their appearance along 
our seashore. It has been decided by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, that these lands belong to and may be dis- 
posed. of by the State. They are, strictly speaking, swamp 
and overflowed lands, but do not vest in the State by the grant 
of 1850, and I have so far, been unable to find any statute 
authorizing the survey or disposal of such land. 


SCHOOL LANDS-——-SIXTEENTH SECTIONS. 


This is land granted to the State of Mississippi by the Fed- 
eral compact upon which the State was admitted into the 
Union,—and by this compact the one-thirty-sixth part of the 
territory was to be set apart for sehool purposes. In the past 
this landed interest of the State has been neglected more for 
the reason that it was not the business of any particular officer 
to look after it than a lack of interest in the subject. It was 
the duty of the State to select and cause to be located the 
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lands embraced in this grant. A large portion has been: 
selected and located, but has not been disposed of by the State, 
and a large part of the land has not even been selected, or the 
selections have not been located. Therefore the title does not 
now vest in the State. Many of these lands are valuable, and 
if the matter received proper attention would add largely to 
our Common School Fund. 


CHICKASAW SCHOOL LANDS. 


This is a part of the foregoing grant, and based upon the fol- 
_lowing circumstances: 

The compact between the Federal Government and State 
was entered into prior to the purchase by the Government of 
the lands from the Chickasaw Indians. When this purchase 
was made the Government bound itself to sell the entire terri- 
tory for the benefit of the Indians. Therefore the one-thirty 
sixth part could not be reserved for schools, and in order to 
carry into effect the Federal compact, the Land Department, 
assisted by Commissioners on the part of the State. selected an 
amount of land equal to the one-thirty-sixth part of the Chick- 
asaw Cession. These lands have, with the exception of some 
36,000 acres, been sold by the State. The proceeds, some 
$800,000, becoming a perpetual debt on the State, for which 
she pays eight per centum per annum tu the counties located 
within the Chickasaw Cession. 

This 36,000 acres are held bythe State at $6 per acre. The 
exorbitant price asked for the land precludes the possibility of 
its sale ; therefore, it is not on the tax roll, and is subject to 
the depredations of all who desire timber. It is therefore rec- 
ommended, that these lands be offered for sale at a reduced 
rate, say fifty cents per acre. 

I can not close this report without acknowledging the uni- 
form courtcous treatment we have received from the heads of 
departments and the ever ready and willing disposition of their . 
employes to aid us when their assistance was availablc. It has 
been a pleasure to transact business with them. 

With the firm belief that the Legislature willin its wisdom 
see and do all that is necessary to advance the land interest of
